St. Louis, Oct. 3.— P resident Boose- j 
volt in a speech here W e dnesday de- j 
d a r e d it the nation’s duty to restore j 
the Mississippi 
river to

and termed the proposed fourteen-foot 
channel from the lakes to the gulf a 
"national task.” 
He warned against 
plans which might “entail reckless ex­ 
travagance 
or be tainted 
with rob­ 
bery,” but urged 
a liberal w aterw ay J 
policy. 
T he president s ardor w as not di­ 
minished 
by the 
fact that 
he was 
drenched 
by a sudden 
downpour of 
rain while en route

A tremendous ovation was accorded

assembled, the president landed and

Through a sudden heavy downpour 
of rain the president,

Tho president took occasion to es­ 
pecially emphasize his views < n tho 
necessity for control of in te rsta te cor­ 
porations and he frequently departed 
from his manuscript to elaborate and 
m ak e clear his views on th a t point.

Jersey corporation and I had to deal 
with it as such.”

Richm ond, Va., Oct. 3.— T he forty- 
fifth triennial .general convention cf

M ontgomery, 
N iagara, Quebec, 
O ntario and Mac­ 
kenzie river. 
The business of the two houses was 
confined 
to organization 
and both 
bodies re-elected all of th eir officers 
by acclam ation. 
By far the m ost in­ 
teresting of th e proceedings was the 
holy 
com m union 
at Holy 
Trinity 
church, w here the Hight Rev. Win- 
nington 
Ingrain, 
bishop of 
London, 
preached tho serm on and all of the 
visiting bishops 
participated in the 
processional. 
T he sessions of the house of bishops 
w ere held in the Virginia sta te capi­ 
tol building. 
They w ere executive and 
will continuo to be so during the con­ 
vention. 
At the close a sta te m e n t of 
tho proceedings 
w as m ade 
by Dr. 
Samuel H art of Connecticut, secretary 
of the house. 
A fter this the house 
w as called to order by Bishop Tuttle
